A c c id e n ts D u e to Electricity. 
In the history of accidents due to 
electricity th e re is one v ery interest­ 
ing p oint to be noted. 
This is th e 
p rop hy lactic role of burns with regard 
to accidents which might otherwise 
hav e p rov ed fatal owing to the high 
v oltage of the electric current. 
It is 
a well known fact th at instantaneous 
death s are due to m oderate v oltage
